The Notice was issued because there "is discord between what is communicated 
in the Remarks and in the Claims Listing. Applicant asserts that claims 53-64 are 
pending, but the status identifier for claim 61 indicates that it is cancelled. (See Remarks, 
p. 12; claims p. 6). Therefore, it is unclear what Applicant intends." The Examiner has 
directed the Applicants to address this conflict and to re-submit the entire "Amendments 
to the claims" section.
